To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee : 

Mr •  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/7l,  dated  January,  1  971 •  Included 
is  the  report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

STATISTICS 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  had  increased  by 
30  persons  to  a  total  of  13*990  persons.  There  were  142  births  giving 
a  Standardised  Rate  of  1  2.8  per  thousand  population  as  against  the 
National  Average  of  1 6.0.  There  were  234  deaths,  giving  a  Standard 
Rate  of  8.3  per  thousand  population  as  against  the  National  Average  of 
11  .7*  Two  infants  died  as  a  result  of  either  a  birth  injury  or  difficult 
labour,  giving  a  rate  of  14*0  per  1  ,000  live  births  which  is  less  than 
the  National  Average  of  l8.0. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Very  few  notifications  were  received.  Most  of  the  cases  of 
measles  occurred  in  a  part  of  the  District  where  the  local  Doctor 
had  not  carried  out  a  large  number  of  immunisations  against  measles. 

An  isolated  case  of  dysentry  in  a  hospital  nurse  was  imported  from 
Spain. 


ENVIRO  NMEETA  L  HEALTH 

Non-events  or  near  misses  in  Public  Health  Preventive  Medicine 
seldom  reach  the  headlines,  but  nevertheless  cause  a  great  deal  of 
activity  behind  the  scenes.  I  suppose  this  is  one  of  the  character¬ 
istics  of  preventive  medicine.  Unlike  the  work  of  the  Council’s 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  which  can  be  seen  to  be  taking  place  in  the 
District,  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  mostly  unseen 
and  many  may  not  realise  it  is  going  on.  This  is  as  it  should  be 
because  the  occurrence  of  an  outbreak  of  illness,  for  example,  may 
indicate  a  breakdown  in  preventive  measures.  The  aim  of  the  Public 
Hea.lth  Service  is  to  improve  and  maintain  health  in  the  Community,  so 
if  the  service  is  functioning  correctly  nothing  happens  except  maintenance 
of  or  improvement  in  health. 

Who  can  tell  how  many  illness  outbreaks  are  prevented  by  the  constant 
inspection  and  re-inspection  of  food  and  meat  premises  and  advice  offered 
to  retailers,  or  of  the  surveillance  and  follow  up  of  contacts  of  infectious 
illness?  Then  there  is  the  sampling  of  milk  supplies.

Environmental  Health  Continued. 


Diseases  like  Brucellosis  and  Salmonellosis  are  constantly  looked  for  and, 
if  detected,  preventive  action  is  immediately  taken  to  protect  the  public. 
Inspection  of  dwelling  houses,  with  the  consequent  improvement  of  sub¬ 
standard  properties  where  possible,  or  their  occasional  demolition,  plays 
a  great  part  in  the  improvement  of  the  environment.  The  proper 
maintenance  of  refuse  disposal  facilities  and  of  sewage  treatment  works 
does  much  to  reduce  pollution  of  the  environment. 

All  these  functions,  and  more  besides,  are  often  taken  for  granted, 
and  as  I  have  already  said  it  is  only  when  something  goes  wrong  that  the 
importance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  comes  to  notice. 

A  great  deal  of  uncertainty  about  the  future  exists  in  the  Public 
Health  Service  as  a  result  of  the  proposed  Local  Government  re-organisation 
but  I  am  confident  that  the  importance  of  these  public  health  preventive 
measures  will  not  be  overlooked,  and  that  there  will  still  be  a  need  for 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Medical  Officers,  specialising  in  Environ¬ 
mental  Health,  to  be  deployed  in  the  Field. 

Infections  Common  _to_ tEam  _A_nimal s  and  Man. 

Amongst  the  four  Rural  Districts  of  South  West  Devon  (Kings bridge, 
Plympton,  Tavistock  and  Totnes)  and  at  Salcombe  Urban  District,  a  total 
of  1  00  outbreaks  of  Salmonella  infection  and  10  outbreaks  of  Brucellosis 
were  reported  in  1  970.

96  of  the  Salmonella  outbreaks  were  due  to  Salmonella  dublin  which 
is  particularly  virulent  amongst  cattle  causing  death  in  some  instances. 
One  outbreak  in  the  Tavistock  Rural  District  resulted  in  raw  milk  from 
the  farm  becoming  infected.  The  farmer  retailed  farm  bottled  T.T,  milk 
and  six  of  his  customers  who  had  drunk  the  infected  raw  milk  became 
infected  with  Salmonella  dublin  food  poisoning.  "People  who  drink  raw 
milk  dice  with  danger"  and  had  this  milk  been  pasteurised  or  even  scalded 
before  being  drunk,  none  of  this  illness  would  have  occurred.  In 
addition,  the  farmer  and  his  cowman  were  also  infected  with  Salmonella 
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Infections  Common  to  Earn  Animals  and  Man  Continued, 


dublin  but  it  is  not  possible  to  decide  whether  their  infection  resulted 
from  direct  contact  with  infected  animals  or  from  dr  inking  infected  raw  milk 
At  a  farm  in  the  Kingsbridge  Rural  District  the  farmer's  daughter  became 
infected  with  Salmonella  dublin  following  similar  infection  in  a  cow. 

There  were  three  outbreaks  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection,  two  in 
cattle  and  one  amongst  a  brood  of  ducks,  NO  human  illness  resulted 
althougth  this  particular  infection  can  be  very  pathogenic  to  man. 

One  outbreak  of  Salmonella  infantis  was  reported  at  a  farm  in  the 
Totnes  Rural  District,  This  germ  is  also  pathogenic  to  man  and  although 
a  total  of  30  farm  workers  and  their  families  regularly  consumed  raw  milk 
from  the  farm,  no  human  illness  was  detected  on  test,  and  the  raw  milk  was 
clear  of  infection. 

Ten  outbreaks  of  BRUCELLOSIS  were  reported  on  farms.  In  all  cases, 
milk  from  the  farms  was  sent  away  for  pasteurisation  before  sale,  and  in 
all  but  one  farm  the  farmer  and  his  staff  either  drunk  pasteurised  milk 
or  scalded  the  raw  milk  before  it  was  drunk.  The  exception  was  at  one 
farm  in  the  Totnes  Rural  District  where  the  farmer  preferred  to  drink 
raw  milk  from  those  cows  in  his  herd  which  he  believed  to  be  clear  of 
infection  with  Brucellosis I 

KIDNEY  MACHINES. 

I  have  been  notified  of  two  persons  in  the  Rural  District  who 
are  receiving  renal  dialysis  at  home.  Both  are  in  private  house¬ 
holds  and  your  Council  was  not  involved  in  adaption  of  the  premises 
for  this  purpose.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1  •  Hospitals. 

The  Rural  District  is  served  by  hospitals  in  Totnes,  Dartmouth, 
Brixham,  Paignton,  Newton  Abbot,  Ashburton,  Torquay  and  Bittaford. 

2  •  laboratory  Eacilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
services  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  The  chemical  analysis  of  water  is 
undertaken  by  Public  Analysts  at  Exeter. 

3  •  Ma s s  Minia tur eJRad .  io grap hy . 

The  Unit  visited  main  towns  in  the  area  once  a  fortnight  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  all  persons  living  in  the  rural  parishes  were  easily 
able  to  obtain  chest  X-rays. 

4 •  County  Health  Services . 

Under  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1  94&,  the  County  Council 
provides  the  following  services: 

Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  supervisory 

care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five, 

ambulance  services,  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures. 

Nine  District  nurse/midwives  work  in  the  district  together  with 
four  health  visitors  and  a  nursing  assistant.  Child  welfare  clinics 
are  held  at  regular  intervals  at  South  Brent,  Stoke  Gabriel  and  Kingswear. 

A  chiropody  service  lias  now  been  introduced  for  the  handicapped,  the 
aged  and  expectant  mothers.  Chiropody  clinics  are  held  in  Stoke  Gabriel, 
Buckfastleigh,  Totnes  and  South  Brent. 

5*  Social  Services. 

The  Area  Director  of  Social  Services  at  The  Eamily  Welfare  Centre, 
Pomeroy  House,  Bridgetown,  Totnes,  Telephone  Totnes  3665,  is  responsible 
for  providing  a  Social  Work  Service  under  the  Children’s  Acts,  The 
Mental  Health  Act,  1  959,  and  the  National  Assistance  Act,  to  the  elderly, 
the  mentally  ill,  the  physically  handicapped  and  homeless  persons  and 
families.  The  Social  Services  Department  also  administers  the  Home 
Help  Service,  the  Social  Work  Service  to  schools,  the  Occupational 
Therapy  Services  and  residential  homes  and  centres. 
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G-oneral  Provisions  of  Health  Services  Continued 


A  clinic  is  held  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Midvale  Road,  Paignton 
every  first  and  third  Monday  of  the  month,  6.00  to  7«30  p.m.,  every 
2nd  and  Vfch  Monday,  2.00  to  3*30  p  •  m  •  A  clinic  is  also  held  at  the 
Adult  Education  Centre,  Dartington,  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  afternoon  of 
alternate  months  beginning  in  January  of  each  year.

INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  V..CCINATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  World  Health  Regulations, 

6l  certificates  of  Smallpox  or  Cholera  vaccinations  in  respect  of  persons 
travelling  abroad  were  authenticated  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

DYSENTRY. 

In  August,  one  case  of  SHIGELLA  ELexner  Dysentry  occurred  in  a  hospital 
nurse  who  had  been  on  holiday  in  Spain,  near  Seville.  She  became  ill 
whilst  abroad  and  received  trcatemnt  but  the  symptoms  returned  because  she 
did  not  complete  her  first  course  of  treatment.  She  travelled  in  company 
with  her  infant  son  and  four  persons  from  a  family  resident  at  Swindon. 
Tests  on  all  the  contacts  who  were  not  ill  were  negative. 

The  nurse  was  excluded  from  duty  and  the  hospital  authorities  were 
alerted  and  took  extra  precautions.  NO  cases  arose  at  the  hospital. 

The  nurse  returned  to  duty  in  September  after  laboratory  tests  had 
proved  she  was  clear  of  infection.

Mill  Creek,  Dittishan  -  A  scheme  which  will  replace  the  discharge  of 
sewage  from  the  existing  outfall  into  Mill  Creek  is  being  prepared 
with  a  vi ew  to  being  carried  out  next  year. 

South  Brent,  Avonwick,  Aish  -  Preparation  commenced  on  a  major 
comprehensive  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  which  is  expected  to 
be  ready  to  tender  late  next  year.

4.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1  949. 

Action  hero  is  designed  to  be  mainly  preventative  as  opposed 
to  curative.  This  is  effected  in  large  measure  by  routine  visits 
to  refuse  tips,  sewage  works  and  other  vulnerable  premises  and  the 
annual  treatment  of  sewers. 

During  the  year,  1  21  private  dwelling  promises  were  treated  by 
Rentokil  Ltd,,  against  rats  and  mice  arising  from  notifications 
of  infestation, 

l82  adjoining  properties  to  those  reporting  infestation  were 
also  inspected  and  treatment  carried  out  where  found  necessary. 

The  three  tips  were  also  inspected  by  Rentokil  monthly  and  treated 
accordingly.  No  major  infestations  developed  during  the  year. 

The  28  sites  of  Sewage  works  or  septic  systems  were  inspected  by 
Rentokil  and  treated  quarterly.
